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T/tey s/ream across </ie countryside, their homes destroyed, their lands 


ravaged, their families broken: they are the refugees of the Vietnam War, 
the endless parade of helplessness searching for something gone forever 
front their lives. 


For the International Rescue Committee, the work of handling South 


Vietnam's 2Vz million refugees (15% of the nation's population) began in 
1954 with the exodus of North Vietnamese following the Geneva agreements. 


With the increase in war activity and its subsequent uprooting of more 


thousands, the effort of IRC became a salvation for the people. 


Besides emergency relief, health and medical aid, public health activi- 


ties and rehabilitation, IRC maintains five day-care centers for children and 
a community development program which serves as a model to future devel- 
opment within the nation. 


The day-care center at Vinh Hoi, Saigon, is under supervision of the 


Vietnamese Women's Association and, with the help of IRC personnel, pre- 
school age children are fed, clothed and given medical care within an educa- 
tional environment. 


Some 4,000 refugees, working under full-time personnel trained in 


agriculture, public health and teaching, are making a success of the Lai 
Thieu community development project, creating a stable, self-supporting 
and viable community to serve the needs of its occupants. 


The children are bathed daily and there is food for their growing bodies; 


men and women once uprooted now raise crops and poultry; the sickness of 
the body and spirit has been cleansed by medicine and materials to work, to 
build, to grow. The refugees are not being forgotten.

I 
guess I started swinging a club when I was six. 


As far as I ever got in school was the eighth grade. I had

We live in a motel at the 
club; it has a kitchenette and a room on each side. We sleep 
in one, the three of us. Our two dogs sleep in the living room. 
But the price is right. 


In three weeks, we'll move into a $30,000 Spanish-type house

I've been married twice. I get rid of them when they're 21. 


My wife turned 21 in January, so she better look out. I have 
a little boy, Richard Lee Trevino, who's six, by my first wife, 
and he lives in Columbia, Mo.

in the western sea. 


"Naval patrol vessels of our 


KRA promptly responded and 
sank the intruding spy ship to- 
gether with its entire crew." 


The name of the alleged spy 


ship was not given, nor was the 
name of the mother vessel. 


The reported sinking came 


nearly six months after the U.S. 
Navy's intelligence ship Pueblo 
and her crew of 83 were cap- 
tured by four North Korean pa- 
trol boats and taken to the port 
of Wonsan. 


The North Koreans charged 


that the Pueblo was "carrying 
out hostile activities" in North 
Korean territorial waters. 


The United States said the 


Pueblo was outside the 12-mile 
limit claimed by North Korea. 


The ship and crew still are in 


North Korean custody.
